While  they  will  be  nothing 
more  than  ready-made  receipts, 
they  are  expected  to  prove  of  great 
assistance  in  prepayment  of  taxes 
and  in  having  tax  arrears  paid  up. 
ENABLE  PART  PAYMENT 

The  receipts  will  be  valued  at  $1 
each.  They  will  prove  convenient 
to  the  ratepayer,  inasmuch  as  he 
will  at  all  times  be  able  to  pay  a 
portion  of  municipal  accounts.  In 
recommending  the  adoption  of  the 
scheme,  the  committee  members 
pointed  out  that  a  taxpaye  roften  is 
prepared  to  pay  a  portion  of  his  ac- 
count when  unable  to  pay  the  total 
amount.  Thus,  if  two  or  three  por- 
tions are  paid  during  the  year,  the 
resident  will  not  be  confronted  by 
the  whole  sum  to  pay  when  taxes 
fall  due.  and  merely  will  have- to 
show  his  receipts  for  the  amount 
already  paid,  and  pay  the  balance. 

It  was  decided  to  recommend  that 
an  issue  of  $25,000  worth  of  these 
notes  be  made,  of  which  $5,000  will 
be  taken  for  circulation,  the  re- 
mainder being  deposited  in  the  bank 
until  needed.

No  mother  need  any  longer  be 
ignorant  of  matters  relating  either 
to  her  own  care,  the  care  of  her 
children,  or  the  care  of  the  home, 
Mrs.  E.  Hewitt  White  commented  In 
giving  her  report  for  the  standing 
committee  on  child  welfare.  There 
was  now  available,  through  the  gov- 
ernment and  the  Victorian  Order  of 
Nurses,  well  prepared  literature  con- 
taining Instruction  on  all  such 
matters. 

In  her  report  for  the  standing 
committee  on  laws  for  women  and 
children.  Mrs.  Spofford  included 
also  much  of  the  Information  con- 
tained in  her  recent  report  on  the 
nationality  of  married  women. 
Among  the  changes  made  in  legis- 
lation affecting  women  and  chil- 
dren during  1932.  one  of  the  most 
Important  was  the  act  to  amend 
and  consolidate  the  Mothers'  Pen- 
sion Act.  The  number  of  mothers 
granted  allowances  up  to  March  31, 
1932.  was  1,614:  the  number  of  chil- 
dren. 2,372;  the  amount  paid  being 
$872,976.

Following  investigation  by  provin- 
cial officials  Into  the  feed  shortage 
for  livestock  In  the  Peace  River 
area,  the  British  Columbia  Govern- 
ment was  taking  steps  yesteriay  to 
ship  a  certain  amount  of  cattle  feed 
into  the  district.  Areas  In  the 
Bulkley  Valley,  along  the  line  of  the 
Canadian  National  Railways,  were 
said  to  be  similarly  affected. 

At  the  same  time  the  Government 
made  it  clear  that  relief  of  this 
nature  is  an  emergency  measure, 
and  could  not  be  dealt  out  indis- 
criminately. Federal  co-opcratlon 
has  been  asked  In  the  present  In- 
stance, in  British  Columbia  wires 
to  Hon.  Robert  Weir.  Minister  of 
Agriculture,  at  Ottawa.  Mr.  Weir 
replied  that  Federal  officials  would! 
look  into  the  situation  immediately. 
LOST  HAY  STACKS 
Some  of  the  reasons  for  the  short- 
age of  livestock  feed  in  two  areas 
that  are  normally  abundant  pro- 
ducers of  all  grains  and  grasses, 
came  to  light  yesterday.  Farmers 
in  the  Peace  who  gathered  quanti- 
ties of  wild  hay  last  Summer  lost  all 
their  efforts  when  abnormally  heavy 
rains  in  the  Fall  ruined  the  stacks. 
Straw  had  been  burned,  also,  to 
eradicate  weeds;  while  grain  grown 
in  the  area  had  been  diverted  to 
other  channels  before  the  possibility 
af  shortage  appeared. 

LINE  FIRMLY  DRAWN 
The  net  result  was  that  an  actual 
shortage  of  cattle  feed  resulted,  and 
many  farmers  were  unable  to  import 
sufficient  feed  with  rail  rates  be- 
tween $8  and  $12  a  ton,  on  top  of 
the  coat  of  the  feed.  While  the 
Government  was  not  disposed  to  see 
cattle  die  for  want  of  the  necessary 
attention,  the  line  was  firmly  drawn 
between  feed  relief  for  those  with- 
out the  means  of  securing  it,  and 
others  who  can  make  such  provision 
for  their  own  herds. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Federal 
Government  has  been  asked  to  con- 
sider extension  of  Dominion  farm 
relief  measures  to  areas  where  the 
feed  shortage  exists.  Provincial  offi- 
cials point  out  that  ail  other  areas 
of  the  province  had  plenty  of  live- 
stock feed  available  last  year,  in- 
cluding Prince  George,  in  the  same 
latitude  as  the  Peace  River  block.

the  Canadian  National  Railways  will 
take  its  case  direct  to  the  Privy 
Council,  in  an  effort  to  upset  the 
Judgment  of  the  lower  court,  which 
gave  the  lumber  company  almost 
half  of  'he  tatal  amount  claimed. 

E.  C.  Mayers,  K.C.,  counsel  for 
the  railway  company,  secured  leave 
to  proceed  to  His  Majesty's  Privy 
Council  on  an  order  given  by  the 
Appeal  Court  here  yesterday.  Hon. 
R.  L.  Maltland.  K.C.,  was  repre- 
senting the  Kapoor  Lumber  Com- 
pany, and  did  not  oppose  the  mo 
tlon. 

CAUSE  OF  ACTION 

The  action.  In  which  the  Kapoor 
Lumber  Company  sued  the  Cana- 
dian Northern  Pacific  Railway, 
operated  on  Vancouver  Island  by 
the  Canadian  National,  war,  for 
damages  in  the  amount  of  $223,000 
for  alleged  negligence  in  connection 
with  a  forest  fire  that  destroyed  mil- 
lions of  feet  of  finished  lumber 
stored  in  the  lumber  company's 
yards  at  Kapoor,  thirty-five  miles 
from  Victoria,  in  August  of  1930.  a 
quantity  of  standing  timber,  rail- 
way trucks  and  several  of  the 
dwellings  of  the  hamlet,  as  well  as 
damaging  the  company's  sawmill 
and  forcing  a  shutdown  of  opera- 
tions. 

The  trial  In  the  Supreme  Court 
heir  lasted  more  than  two  weeks 
and  Involved  a  personal  inspection 
of  the  ruined  area  by  the  presiding 
Judge  and  the  special  Jury.  The  fire 
was  alleged  to  have  started  on  the 
right-of-way  of  the  railway  com- 
pany, and  the  lumber  company  al- 
leged the  railway  authorities  were 
negligent  in  not  immediately  pro- 
viding adequate  means  to  bring  tho 
then  small  fire  under  control.  A 
change  of  wind  forced  the  fire  out 
of  control  with  the  resultant  dam- 
age. The  company,  on  the  other 
hand,  alleged  the  lumbering  con- 
cern did  not  make  use  of  a  tank 
car  filled  with  water  when  the  fire 
was  at  the  incipient  stage.

AMERICAN  TARIFF  POLICY 


The  current  London  Spectator,  commenting  on 
the  annual  address  of  the  chairman  of  Barclays 
Bank  sets-  out  in  clear  and  convincing  fashion 
the  utter  failure  of  American  public  men  to  un- 
derstand the  responsibilities  and  dangers  created 
by  American  development,  by  an  enormous  in- 
crease of  wealth,  and  a  sudden  change  from  the 
of  a  debtor  country  to  that  of  a  creditor 
on  a  great  scale.  When  the  war  was 
over  they  became  aware  that  after  a  century 
and  a  naif  of  corporate  life  a  far-reaching 
change  had  occurred,  but  if  any  new  ray  of 
•  conomic  light  penetrated  the  mentality  of  the 
Washington  politicians^  if  there  was  even  a  dim 
instinctive  reaction  to  a  new  moral  stimulus, 
there  has  been,  up  to  the  present,  no  outward 
and  visible  sign  of  such  inward  and  spiritual 
illumination. 

A  debtor  nation,  which  has  large  payments  to 
make  to  her  creditors  and  can  only  make  those 
payments  in  goods,  must  produce  a  surplus  of 
exports  on  trading  account,  must  encourage  ex- 
ports and,  by  means  of  a  heavy  tariff,  reduce 
imports.  The  Americans  long  ago  recognized 
this  and  acted  accordingly.  Strangely  enough 
however,  it  did  not  occur  to  them,  when  they 
became  a  cerdltor  country,  that  any  change  of 
tariff  policy  was  necessary.  They  had  before 
them  for  their  guidance,  if  they  wished  to  profit 
by  it,  the  example  of  Great  Britain,  whose  tariff 
policy,  as  a  creditor  country  for  the  greater  part 
of  a  century,  was  the  reverse  of  theirs.  Britain, 
by  her  free  trade  policy,  made  It  possible  for  her 
debtors  to  pay  their  debts  to  her  by  the  free 
sale  of  their  goods  in  the  British  market. 

Now  that  the  United  States  has  become  a  great 
creditor  country  a  change  of  tariff  policy  is  an 
absolute  necessity  and  that  this  is  true,  war  debts 
or  no  war  debts,  should  by  this  time  be  obvious 
to  the  most  ordinary  intelligence.  America's 
debtors  cannot  pay  their  debts  unless  America 
increases  her  own  imports  or  decreases  her  own 
exports,  unless,  in  other  words,  she  effects  a 
radical  change  In  her  tariff  policy.  America's 
failure  to  understand  this  elementary,  almost 
axiomatic,  principle  has  resulted  in  the  disas- 
trous collapse  of  American  Industry  and  trade.

The  appeal  made  in  a  letter  on  this  page  yes- 
terday by  representatives  of  the  local  street  rail- 
way employees  that  motor  car  owners  should  not 
Interfere  thoughtlessly  with  the  passenger  traf- 
fic on  the  B.C.  Electric  lines  Is  one  that  will  un- 
doubtedly make  a  deep  impression.  A  practice 
that  has  been  growing  is  for  motorists  to  pick 
up  people  waiting  at  termini  or  stop  signs  and 
take  them  to  their  destination,  or  as  far  as  they 
are  going.  This  necessarily  interferes  with  traf- 
fic on  the  street  cars.  That,  in  turn,  Jeopardizes 
the  livelihood  of  street  car  drivers.  It  is  on  be- 
half of  their  own  welfare  and  Interests  that  they 
are  appealing. 

The  appeal  will  not  fall  on  deaf  ears  in  these 
times.  The  letter  says  that,  "the  thoughtless 
motorist  who  picks  up  regular  street  car  pas- 
sengers Jeopardizes  the  Jobs  of  the  local  street 
railway  employees,''  and  tends  to  add  to  unem- 
ployment. These  are  hard  times  for  any  trans- 
portation facility.  Employees  fn  such  facilities 
have  been  called  upon  to  make  many  sacrifices. 
The  general  motoring  public  need  not  add  to  this 
suffering  by  thoughtlessly,  though  doubtless  with 
good  intentions,  picking  up  passengers  who 
otherwise  patronise  the  street  cars.  It  may  seem 
a  small  matter.  In  reality  It  is  a  practice  which

THE   PENSIONS  ACT 


The  main  trouble  with  the  Pensions  Act  is  thr  t 
there  is  too  much  machinery  of  administration. 
There  are.  as  Mr.  Justice  L.  A.  Audettc  has 
pointed  out.  two  courts  of  first  instance  having 
identical  Jurisdiction  and  power.  His  proposal  is 
to  abandon  one  of  these  courts.  The  Audette 
report  also  recommends  that  all  pension  appli- 
cations should  be  made  to  the  board  at  Ottawa, 
and.  if  meritorious,  should  be  granted  without 
delay.  If  refused,  the  applicant  should  be  in- 
formed of  the  grounds  of  refusal  and  then  be 
told  that  if  further  evidence  were  submitted 
within  sixty  days  the  application  would  receive 
reconsideration  with  opportunity  given  to  the 
applicant  to  appear  In  person  either  before  the 
Board  at  Ottawa  or  before  a  travelling  board. 

The  pensioners  under  the  Pensions  Act  are  a 
multitude  of  men.  women  and  children.  The 
amount  paid  out  In  actual  pensions  was  nearly 
$50,000,000  In  the  last  financial  year.  The  cost  of 
administration  is  approximately  $10,000,000,  or 
twenty  cents  In  every  dollar.  In  Britain  the  cost 
of  administering  a  similar  act  is  5d.  in  the 
pound.  This  Indicates  that  the  cost  in  this 
country  is  out  of  proportion,  although  allowance 
must  be  made  for  distances  and  the  scattered 
population.  The  staff*  employed  In  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Pensions  Act  at  the  end  of  1932 
was  4.533,  or  920  less  than  employed  In  1931.  The 
Pensions  Act  will  be  amended  at  the  present  ses^. 
slon  of  Parliament  to  make  It  more  nearly  attune" 
Itself  to  the  needs  that  have  arisen,  and  because 
of  the  complaints  that  have  ensued  through  the 
delays  caused  by  the  organization  arising  out  of 
the  last  revision  of  the  legislation.  What  course 
the  newest  amendment  will  take  Is  not  known. 

THE  TOURIST  INDUSTRY 


This  is  the  centenary  year  of  the  death  of 
Frledrlch  Koenig.  of  Elsleben,  8axony,  the  in- 
ventor of  the  steam  printing  press.  The  London 
Times  was  the  first  newspaper  to  make  use  of 
the  invention.  Koenig  failed,  in  both  Germany 
and  Russia,  to  find  anyone  to  back  his  Ideas  so 
he  went  to  England.  It  took  many  years  of  work 
In  that  country  before  he  was  given  recognition. 
In  his  day  there  was  an  almost  savage  distrust 
of  machinery,  craftsmen  believing  that  its  use 
would  take  the  bread  out  of  their  mouths. 

When  Mr.  Walter  determined  to  use  the  steam 
press  in  the  printing  of  The  Times  the  pressmen 
threatened  destruction  both  to  Koenig  and  his 
"traps."  Finally  the  paper  was  printed  by  the 
new  Invention  without  the  knowledge  of  the 
prassmen,  appearing  for  the  first  time  by  this 
device  on  November  29,  1814.  The  Koenig  press 
could  only  print  1,100  copies  of  the  little  single 
sheet  of  four  pages  of  those  days,  but  the  in- 
troduction of  the  principle  of  a  single  force  (in 
that  case  the  steam  engine)  controlling  all  the 
operations  of  the  machine  was  perhaps  the 
greatest  reform  made  since  printing  was  in- 
vented. A  long  period  ensued  before  the  example 
of  The  Times  was  followed.  In  the  meantime 
Koenig  returned  to  Germany  and  died  at  the 
age  of  fifty-seven,  worn  out  by  his  struggles  and 
disappointments.

Is  unwritten,  may  have  been 
revised  sin.ee  it  was  originally  de- 
fined? Mr.  Paull  says  yie  King  is 
the  head  of  the  state,  and  If  that  is 
so,  is  he  not  also  a  member  of  the 
state,  and  therefore  why  should  he 
be  ignored  as  a  figure  of  some  Im- 
portance in  the  unwritten  consti- 
tution? We  do  not  know  what  the 
case  may  have  been,  but  we  do 
know  that  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
the  Lords  Temporal  now  alt  in  one 
House  and  perform  their  functions 
In  common.  So  that  if  the  Lords 
are  now  united  in  one  body,  surely 

two  separate  estates  of  the  realm.

However,  a  plague  on  both  their 
Houses.  We  are  not  particularly 
Interested  in  any  of  the  estates  ex- 
cept the  Fourth  Estate,  and  we  are

THE  TOURIST  INDUSTRY 


The  tourist  Industry  In  actual  returns,  and 
•specially  from  the  standpoint  of  new  money  left 
hi  the  country,  is  one  of  the  largest  that  adds 
to  the  welfare  of  this  Dominion.  The  annual 
report  of  the  Victoria  and  Island  Publicity  Bu- 
reau is  always  an  interesting  document  because 
It  shows  what  has  been  done  and  what  results 
have  been  achieved  In  insuring  that  this  com- 
munity benefits  through  its  share  of  tourists 
who  come  to  Canada.  The  past  year  was  one  In 
wr»ich  there  was  not  the  usual  amount  of  holiday- 
ing. Due  to  contracted  means  many  persons 
stayed  at  home,  or  confined  their  outings  to  their 
own  vicinity  or  own  country.  That  la  only  a  pass- 
ing phase.  When  times  Improve  the  tourist  In- 
dustry will  rise  to  the  heights  ofr  past  years  and 
no  doubt  continue  to  expand.  The  city  or  district 
which  is  intent  on  getting  the  traffic  must  con- 
tinue to  concentrate  its  efforts  on  attracting  at- 
tention In  bad  years  as  well  as  In  good 

The  estimate  of  the  Victoria  and  Island  Pub- 
licity Bureau  Is  that  tourists  spent  In  this  city 
and  Island  during  the  past  Summer  an  amount 
approximating  $1,327,740  The  number  of  foreign 
motor  cars  that  visited  Victoria  In  1932  was 
18.294,  or  a  number  about  equal  to  that  for  1927 
The  report  recounts  the  efforts  made  during  the 
year  to  attract  travel.  In  proportion  to  condi- 
tions those  efforts  were  well  worth  while  and 
praiseworthy.  It  Is  largely  because  of  the  ef- 
forts of  the  Bureau  that  this  city  is  becoming 
more  popular  all  the  time  for  the  holding  of 
conventions.  These  result  In  the  expenditure  of 
considerable  sums  of  money.  In  addition  to  what 
Is  distributed  in  circulation  by  the  regular  stream 
of  tourists. 

The  Bureau  has  elected  to  Its  directorate  a 
representative  body  of  citizens,  including  busi- 
ness men  who  can  be  relied  upon  to  bend  their 
best  energies  towards  the  purpose  in  view.  No 
one  who  Is  correctly  Informed  about  the  cumu- 
lative benefits  Insured  through  the  operation  of 
publicity  can  doubt  that  the  Bureau  has  Justified 
its  existence.  The  business  men  of  the  city  and

According  to   newspaper  annals. 

The  Toronto  Olobe  In  the  old  days 
was  ironically  described  as  the 
Scotchman's  Bible  (not  the  Scots- 
mans  Bible,  by  the  way)— because  it 
was  both  political  and  religious.  In 
those  old  days,  at  least  in  Ontario, 
there  were  but  two  major  subjects 
of  discourse,  politics  and  religion. 
We  put  politics  first,  because  politics 
was  discussed  on  six  days  in  the 
week,  and  religion  was  discussed 
and  practised  (more  or  less)  on  one 
day.  We  consequently  assume  that 
in  those  good  or  bad  old  days,  as 
the  case  may  be,  the  estate  of  the 
press  was  quite  high  in  Ontario  and 
throughout  Canada— that  anything 
that  was  printed  in  the  newspapers 
was  so.

In  our  reference  to  the  estates  of 

the  realm  we  deplored  the  fall  of 
the  Fourth  Estate  from  its  former- 
ly high  estate.  We  said  that  the 
modem  decline  and  fall    was  not 

confined  to  the  Fourth  Estate  in 
Canada;  that  It  was  quite  as  ap- 
parent In  Britain  as  It  was  evident 
in  Canada.  For  If  The  Toronto 
Olobe  was  once  described  as  the 
Scotchman's  Bible,  The  .  Man- 
chester Ouardlan  was  formerly  con- 
sidered The  Koran  of  the  faithful 
In  Oreat  Britain.  We  remember  a 
highly  esteemed  resident  of  Vic- 
toria <a  Mr.  Angus)  coming  Into 
our  office  of  that  day  and  flourish- 
ing a  copy  of  The  Ouardlan.  and 
declaring,  in  effect.  "If  you  read 
anything  in  this  paper,  it  is  so."  If 
anyone  were  to  declare  today  that 
everything  printed  in  The  Guardian 
on  the  subject  of  Premier  Bennett 
of  Canada  and  Imperial  preferen 
tlal  trade  Is  so.  he  would  be  con 
sldrred  as  Innocent  of  guile  as  an 
angel  of  the  highest  estate.

For  the  i  British  organ  of  Free 
Trade  is  almost  as  completely  dis 
credited  as  the  trade  policy  It  has 
advocated  throughout  its  long  and 
once  honorable  career.  It  has  re- 
sorted to  the  most  peculiar  tricks 
for  the  purpose  of  deceiving  its 
readers— tricks  which  are  not  com- 
mon In  British  Journalism,  although 
not  unknown  in  the  journalism  of 
some  other  countries.

Does  this  constitute  any  real  saving? 
The  city  is  still  paying  8  per  cent 
to  the  prepaying  taxpayer  and  the 
bank.  The  prepaid  taxes  are  based 
upon  the  annual  tax.  plus  the  in- 
terest involved.  Prepaid  taxes  con- 
stitute no  saving  to  the  city;  do  not 
reduce  the  tax  levy,  and  tend  to  class 
legislation. 

In  1907.  to  save  the  Interest  paid 
to  the  bank  for  advances  In  antici- 
pation of  the  tax  collection  in  Nov- 
ember. I  suggested  to  the  council 
that  the  tax  due  date  be  advanced 
one  month  each  year,  so  that  an  in- 
creasing saving  of  Interest  would 
accrue,  and  at  the  end  of  eleven  or 
twelve  years,  the  taxes  would  be 
collected  and  drawing  Instead  of 
paying  Interest,  ready  to  meet  the 
coming  year's  expenditures,  on  a 
ready  cash  basis,  in  lieu  of  a  bor- 
rowing one.  The  proposal  was 
turned  down. 

In  1910  I  again  urged  Its  adoption, 
embodied  in  a  complete  budget  sys- 
tem, alsd  providing  for  the  coming 
year's  receipts  and  expenditures, 
being  determined  by  the  outgoing 
council,  so  that  the  ratepayers  could 
pass  upon  all  votes  on  extraordinary 
expenditures  or  borrowings  at  the 
annual  election,  mandatory  to  the 
IncomlnR  council. 

Had  my  suggestion  of  1907  been 
adopted.  50  per  cent  of  the  Interest 
paid  to  the  bank  from  1907  to  1919. 
and  the  whole  of  the  interest  from 
1919  to  date,  would  have  been  saved, 
with  the  addition  of  Interest  for 
rash  on  deposit,  as  an  offset  to  the 
paying  of  twelve  months'  taxes  in 
eleven  months,  for  a  term  of  eleven 
or  twelve  years. 

It  is  well  to  beer  In  mind  that 
the  difference  between  the  city  doing 
business  on  a  cash  or  borrowing 
basis,  represents,  at  0  per  cent,  a 
gain  or  loss  of  $6,000  on  every  $100.-

81r  — The  columnist,  it  n  D  tells 
us  that  the  books  of  Lytton 
Strachey  are  more  fascinating  than 
are  any  works  written  In  accordance 
with    modern    standards,    and  he 


played  the  very  devil  with  It.  pav- 
ing the  way  for  English  sea  su- 
premacy. The  Elizabethans  used  to 
sing: 

"Alexander,    famed  commander, 

wept  and  made  a  bother. 
At  conquering  only  half  the  world, 
but    Drake    hath  conquered 

t'other." 

However,  Strachey  describes  the 
scared  English  fleet  thus: 

"Some  from1  their  cabins  creep,  and 
tremblingly  ask  what  news? 
seem,  with  hideous  gazing  to 
fear  away  fear.'' 
seem,  with  hideous  gazing  to  f( 
away  fear." 

Hilaire  Belloc  is  another  of  the 
Innumerable  writers  whose  books, 
with  their  barefaced  untruths,  flood 
the  public  libraries,  highly  lauded 
by  the  hireling  pens  of  book  review- 
ers. 

For  Instance,  one  of  the  preatest 
epics  In  history,  and  most  far- 
reaching  in  its  effects,  was  the 
titanic  defiance  of  feudalism  by 
Mlrabeau  that  occurred  during  a 
sudden  and  unexpected  dash  of  op- 
posing forces,  when  France's  first 
elected  Parliament  met  during  the 
French  revolution.  However,  ac- 
cording to  Belloc.  Mlrabeau  re- 
mained silent,  democracy  submit- 
ting like  a  beaten  dog.  And  so  on, 
ad  infinitum. 

Apart  from  all  the  flbbinir.  the 
books  these  days  must  be  "funda- 
mental."  All  transcendentalism 
must  be  eliminated.  The  heroic  in 
human  nature  must  be  "de-bunked." 
This  is  accomplished  by  dwelling  on 
all  that  is  mean,  petty  and  trivial 
In  human  nature.  The  psychologists 
know  that  all  you  have  to  do.  In 
order  to  demoralize  a  nation.  Is  to 
demoralize  Its  literature  and  drama. 
However  (says  Carlyle  In  his  French 
Revolution):  "Great  Ls  bankruptcy, 
the  great  bottomless  gulf  Into  which 
all  falsehoods  sink  disappearing; 
whither  from  the  first  they  were 
doomed,  for  nature  Is  true  and  not 
a  lie.  Honor  to  bankruptcy,  ever 
righteous  on  the  great  scale,  thouKh 
In  detail  so  cruel.  It  works,  un- 
wearledly,  under  all  falsehoods.  No 
falsehood,  did  it  rise  heaven-high, 
but  bankruptcy  will  sweep  It  down 
one  day." 

There  has  lately  been  paid  much 
tribute  to  Burns  and  8lr  Walter 
Scott.  The  time  has  arrived.  I 
should  think,  when  the  mighty  In- 
tellect of  the  Scotch  Carlyle  should 
receive  more  public  recognition  His 
French  Revolution"  serves,  as  a 
warning  to  extremists,  and  is  a  gold 
mine  of  philosophic  wisdom,  readily 
applicable  to  present-day  problems.

Why  did  a  color  appeal  to  one  per 
son  and  repel  another?    In  the  in- 
dividual the  explanation  was  usu- 
ally to  be  found  in  the  association 
of  a  color  with  some  popularity  or, 
unpopularity  of  certain  colors  with  I 
the  masses;  blue,  being  the  color  of 
ice  and  other  cool  or  cold  things  in 
nature,  was  distant,  reserved,  unin 
timate ;  red,  being  a  color  that  stood 
out  against  lta  background,  had  the 
opposite  effect  of  giving  a  feeling 
of  intimacy  and  nearness;  greens 
particularly  dark  greens,  suggested 
the  country  and  therefore  Intimated 
simplicity. 

COLOR  PROPERTIES 

Brief  reference  was  made  to  ex 
periments  on  amoebae,  earthworms, 
birds  and  other  members  of  the 
lower  animal  kingdom,  as  well  as  I 
on  babies,  blind  people  and  the 
hypersensitive  showing  that  sensi 
tlvity  to  color  was  present  both  with 
or  without  vision,  and  with  or  with 
out  cultivation  of  sensitivity.  For 
nstance.  earthworms  showed  a  def 
lnlte  predilection  for  green  In  pref 
erence  to  blue,  and  the  microscopic 
amoebae  turn  from  blue  but  not 
from  red.  these  and  other  experl 
ments  indicating  that  color  has 
some  emanation  Independent  of  its 
light. 

It  was  axiomatic  that  children 
noticed  color;  80  per  cent  of  babies 
in  a  color  influence  teat  concen 
trated  on  yellow  In  preference  to 
all  other  colors  offered. 

PREFER  WHITE 

"Proper  vanity  creates  a  prefer- 
ence for  color  In  some  instances. 
White  suits  most  women,  and  is 
therefore  more  popular  with  women 
and  girls  than  with  boys."  noted 
the  speaker.  People  In  the  warm 
Southern  countries  invariably  pre- 
ferred the  brighter  warm  colors, 
and  those  of  the  North  the  more 
sombre. 

In  interior  decoration  color  could 
produce  definite  sensations:  a  room 
with  the  ceiling  darker  than  the 
walls  gave  a  feeling  of  heaviness, 
being  contrary  to  nature,  where  the 
sky  Is  usually  the  lightest  element.! 
A   floor   lighter   than    the    walls,  I 
again,  gave  a  feeling  of  Instability, 
In  nature  the  earth  being  dark. 
COLOR  APPEAL 
Reasons   for  color   appeal   were  I 
fourfold:  the  objective  appeal,  the] 
physiological  or  physical  appeal  (as| 
when  one  liked  a  color  for  the  sense 
of  warmth  It  conveyed*,  the  asso- 
ciative   appeal    (suggesting  some 
pleasant  experience  in  the  past), 
and  the  character  appeal  (suggest- 
ing Joy,  fear,  treachery,  aggressive- 
ness, sickliness,  etc.).    The  artist, 
whether  painter  or  decorator,  could 
take  advantage  of  the  knowledge  of 
all  these  things,  according  to  the 
effect  sought.

There  'is  a  possibility  that  the 
City  Council  may  have  a  proposal 
to  place  before  those  who  wish  to 
obtain  homes  on  favorable  terms,  by 
the  utilization  of  reverted  lots. 

The  lands  committee  of  the  Coun- 
cil has  the  matter  now  under  con- 
sideration, following  a  conference 
held  In  the  City  Hall  yesterday,  at 
which  were  present,  in  addition  to' 
members  of  the  committee,  James 
Parfltt  and  Aldtrman  William 
Luney,  representing  the  builders: 
Robert  Musgrave  and  A.  A.  Meharey. 
representing  the  real  estate  agents, 
and  Charles  Chlvers  and  W.  H.  Rob- 
bing for  the  Trades  and  Labor 
Council. 

After  a  round  tabic  discussion. 
Aldermen  W.  D.  Todd  (chairman  of 
the  lands  committee).  J.  D.  Hunter, 
Andrew  McOavin,  John  A.  Worth- 
lngton  and  Major  M.  Klrkpatrick- 
Crockett,  land  commissioner,  prom- 
ised to  go  fully  into  the  proposition, 
offered  with  the  idea,  if  favorable, 
to  present  It  to  the  City  Council. 

THE  PROPOSAL 

The  proposal,  which  found  favor,

MEMBERSHIP 

Mr.  Falk  explained  the  conditions 
of  membership,  from  which  agencies 
primarily  activated  by  denomina- 
tionalism  were  excluded  unless  they 
carried  on  social  work  on  a  non 
sectarian  basis.  Agencies,  to  be 
eligible,  must  have  responsible 
boards,  their  accounts  must  be 
audited  by  some  responsible  firm 
of  accountants;  and  It  must  satisfy 
the  federation  that  its  work  was 
necessary  and  not  being  duplicated. 

The  Montreal  Federation,  now  in 
operation  nine  years,  In  its  first 
campaign  asked  for  $350,000  and 
raised  $406,000;  in  1930  had  $140,000 
In  Its  reserve  fund.  Vancouver 
within  two  and  a  half  months  of  the 
federations  formation  had  raised 
$250,000.  which  was  more  than  any 
previous  campaign  had  yielded.  To 
date  through  the  federation  they 
had  raised  $863,000. 

LEAGUE.  OF  NATIONS

Pass  Special  Warrant— To  cover 
cougar  bounties,  restored  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  sheep  raisers  recently,  the 
TJovernment  authorized  a  special 
warrant  for  $2,500  this  week.  A 
proposal  by  the  Farmers*  Institutes  of 
British  Columbia  that  the  province 
amend  the  Sheep  Act,  to  permit  of 
compensation  of  sheep  lost  through 
cougars,  bear,  coyotes  and  wolves, 
in  place  of  the  bounty  system,  was 
currently  under  examination.  The 
Institutes  have  suggested  that  such 
compensation  could  be  paid  out  of 
the  dog  tax,  with  a  saving  over  the 
bounty  system,  as  it  operated  in  the 
oast.

The  court  was  unanimous  In 
granting  a  new  trial  for  each  of  the 
prisoners. 

JUDGES'  COMMENT 
Chief  Justice  J.  a.  Macdonald 
«*ld:  1  would  grant  a  new  trial 
on  the  observations  made  by  the 
learned  trial  Judge  during  the  trial 
and  the  nature  of  the  evidence.'1 

Mr.  Justice  Archer  Martin  said 
he  was  of  the  same  opinion  and  re- 
marked that  he  considered  the  con- 
duct of  the  trial  Judge  and  the  ob- 
servations made  by  him  had  a 
prejudicial  effect  upon  the  Jury  and 
therefore  the  accused  men  did  not 
have  a  fair  trial,  which  was  their 
right. 

Mr.  Justice  A.  E  McPhillips  agreed 
there  should  be  a  new  trial  for 
both  men  and  added:  "in  my 
opinion  a  case  against  MacEachem 
was  not  made  out."  Mr.  Justice

EPILEPSY    DOER    NOT  OFTEN 
RESULT  IN  MENTAL  DECAY 

There  seems  to  be  a  general  feel- 
ing that  anyone  with  epilepsy  is 
really  afflicted  with  a  alight 
mental  condition  or  la  likely  to  go 
down  hill  mentally  sooner  or  later. 

This  Is  not  true;  at  least  It  Is  not 
true  in  the  great  majority  of  case*. 

It  Is  true  that  a  number  of  very 
nervous  Individuals  who  come  of 
nervous  parents  or  grandparents  are 
afflicted  with  epilepsy  and  may 
later  n-ed  mental  treatment.  Thus 
a  number  of  mental  patients  with 
epilepsy  or  epileptic  patient*  with 
mental  ailment*  are  treated  In  our 
mental  hospitals.  This  is  perhaps 
what  started  the  idea  that  epilepsy 
will  lead  to  mental  trouble. 

Dr.  H.  A.  Paakind.  Chicago,  states 
that  there  are  a  large  number  of 
persons  with  epilepsy  who  adjust 
themselves  to  their  work,  family 
and  surroundings,  who  never  need 
to  go  to  an  institution,  and  whose 
mental  health  never  seems  to  fall 

A  study  of  304  patients  in  private 
J  practice  who  had  had  epilepsy  for 
over  six  years  and  In  some  Instances 
for  twenty,  thirty,  or  forty  years  re- 
vealed that  only  twenty  in  all  this 
number  had  gone  down  hill  men- 
tally; the  rest,  that  is  2*4.  carried 
on  In  the  world  the  same  as  their 
fellow  men. 

L*  w"  "  mentioned  above, 

that  the  ones  that  did  not  go  back- 
ward mentally  came  from  families 
who  were  leas  troubled  with  nerv- 
ousness or  emotional  disturbances 
Another  point  was  that  la  these 
cases  where  there  was  no  family 
history  of  nervousness  or  mental 
ailments,  the  epilepsy  started  later 
life,  and  their  attacks  of  epilepsy 


■  This  then,  disproves  the  idea  that 
[epilepsy  Is  a  mental  ailment.,  and 
that  most  epileptic.-,  will  gradually 
lose  their  mental  alertness  or  men- 
tal balance. 

In  the  meantime,  for  all  cases.  It 
would  be  wise  not  to  have  too  much 
excitement  or  so  much  mental  or 
physical  work  that  the  ordinary 
habits  of  life — sleep,  food,  and  rec- 
reation—are disturbed. 

The  best  known  treatment  at 
home  or  in  Institutions  Is  less 
fluids,  less  starches,  more  fata,  and 
luminal  as  prescribed  by  the  physi- 
cian.

In  a  discussion 
on  the  collection  of  city  trade 
licences,  it  was  arranged  that  the 
city  clerk  should  call  and  collect 
from  those  who  showed  signs  of 
tardiness  In  their  payments.  The 
half-yearly  licence  for  banks  op- 
erating within  the  city  will  be  in- 
creased from  $50  to  $75,  which  new 
rate  brings  the  amount  to  the  same 
level  that  prevailed  some  years  ago 

The  electric  light  committee 
pointed  out  the  difficulty  of  report- 
ing on  a  possible  downward  revision 
of  power  and  light  rates  until  the 
civic  estimates  were  brought  up  for 
consideration,  as  generally  the 
general  fund  was  supplemented  by

FORCINO  TAKFOI  TS 

In  the  early  days  of  contract, 
players  found  It  necessary  to  use 
forcinc  bids  in  greater  profusion 
than  they  do  now,  because  the  tech- 
nique of  tho  frame  was  not  suffi- 
ciently developed.  Players  did  not 
understand  the  meaning  either  of 
playlng-tricks  or  honor- tricks,  and 
the  tendency  was  either  to  go  too 
high  on  weak  hands  or  to  play  game 
hands  for  part-score  and  slam 
hands  merely  for  games.  As  a  result, 
the  tendency  to  force  on  hands 
that  looked  at  all  good,  after  part- 
ner had  opened  the  bidding,  became 
almost  an  obsession. 

In  writing  "Contract  Bridge  Blur 
Book '  I  laid  down  the  proposition 
that  a  forcing  takeout  should  not 
be  made  when  partner  held 
than  three  honor-tricks,  and 
course,  this  carried  with  it 
thought  that  the  hand  making  the 
force  had  cards  which  gave  sub- 
stance to  the  bore  structure  of  the 
honor-tricks.  In  actual  play,  how- 
ever, it  has  been  demonstrated  that
